Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi yesterday told the Diet 
that he would be willing to go 
to Moscow to discuss various 
“pending issues” with the Krem- 
lin leadets “if a proper oppor- 
tunity presented itself.” 

The Prime Minister made the 
statement in reply to a question 
by a Socialist interpellator in the 
House of Councillors Budget 
Committee which bombarded 


Kishi with questions whether pees 


Japan would adjust its diploma- 
cy and national defense policy 
in view of the advent of the mis- 
sile age. 

Kishi said he would have the 
National Defense Council study 
carefully “the new situation” 
Created by the recent develop- 
ment of new weapons, including 
missiles, 

But the Prime Minister did 
not in any way indicate that his 
willingness to visit Moscow was 
in any way*onnected with Rus- 
&ia’s spectacular achievements 
recentiy—such as the tesiing of 
an intercontinental ballistic mis- 
sile and the launching of two 
earth satellites. 

Kishi expressed his willing: 
ness to visit the Soviet Union 
When asked whether he had 
been considering going to Pei- 
ping or to Moscow to settle 
“pending issues.” The Prime 
Minist: answered,.that he might 
go to Russia but ruled out any 
Pei>ing trip by referring to the 
fact that there are no diplomatic 


relations between Japan and 
Red China, . 
The “pending issues” be 


tween the Soviet Union and 
Japan include a formal peace 
treaty and Japanese demands 


that Russia guarantee the! 
safety of Japanese fishing 
Operations. The Tokyo Govy- 


ernment has made clear that 
no peace treaty can be con: 
cludei or. contemplatea until 
Moscow has met Japan’s ter- 
ritorial Gemands. 

Political observers recalled 
that Kishi earlier this year 
Stated that he would be willing 
to go anywhere to achieve pro-|

Eki Sone, Socialist member 
of the Upper House and the 
party’s expert on foreign affairs, 
asked Kishi to state his views 
on the apparent reversal of 
balance of power between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union because of Russia’s 
superiority in missile weapons. 


The Prime Minister replied 
that the development of Rus- 
sian missiles undoubtedly took 
the U.S. by surprise, but that 
he did not believe this would 
lead to a drastic change in the 


U.S. defense policy. 

Therefore, Kishi said, it is 
still premature to make a 
drastic change in  Japan’s 


foreign and defense policies. 


He further said he was against 
allowing the U.S. to establish 
bases. for intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles or IRBMs in this 
country just as he is opposed 
to the introduction of nuclear 
bombs into Japan. 


The Prime Minister added, 
however, that he had no 
objection to Japan pushing re- 
séarch on guided missiles. 


Juichi Tsushima, director 
general of the Defense Agency, 
told the same committee meet-. 
ing that Japan should moder- 
nize equipment for the. Self- 
Defense Forces in order to cope 
with the missile age. 

Tsushima was replying to 
Soji Okada, Socialist member 
of the Upper House, who asked 
him if the Self-Defense Forces 
were preparing to cope with a 
possibl> attack with missiles. 

Asked further by Sone 
regarding the trade taiks be- 
tween Japan and Communist 
China, Kishi said he had 
ordered the authorities con- 
cerned to restudy the regula- 
tions governing fingerprinting 
of foreign nationals, . 
, The problem: of fingerprint- 
ing members of a Chinese trade 
mission to be established in 
Japan was the main cause of 
the deadlock in the trade 
negotiations between the two 
countries, 


Kishi also denied categorical- 
ly a charge that his “behavior 
during his recent stay in the 
U.S.” was fundamentally -res- 
ponsizie for the failure of the 
Peiping trade negotiations. 

The Prime Minister stressed 
he was not opposed to any at- 
tempt to establish closer rela- 
tions between the two coun-

Japan May 
Become Top 
U-Consumer 


+ WASHINGTON (INS)—Japan 
may soon become the world's 
biggest consumer of American 
uranium, 

A diplomatic source said 
Thussday Japan now is study- 
ing a new atoms-for-peace agree- 
ment with the United States. 

Japan has not yet determined 
how much enriched uranium it 
will seek, but he said that pre- 
liminary estimates indicate it 
will be 7,000 or more kilograms. 

Italy is the only other nation 
in the world which. has an 
agreement for the acquisition 
of that much uranium from the 
U.S. for both research and 
nuclear power needs. 

But if, as suggested, Japan’s 
request runs more than. 7,000 
kilograms it would mean that 
Japan has surpassed Italy as 
the No. 1 customer of uranium 
for peaceful uses. 

The source said frankly 
Japan is unhappy with the so- 
Called “guarantee clause” of 
the agreement but suggested 
that it might be acceptable if 
the U.S. refuses to modify it. 


The “guarantee clause” pro- 
vides the U.S. with the pri- 
vilege of maintaining inspec- 
tions to insure that uranium 
sold to a second nation is used 
only for peaceful purposes. 

“Japan,” he said, “wants as 
large a freedom as possible,” in 
utilizing uranium, but he add- 
ed that sinee France and Italy 
are satisfied with this clause 
presumably Japan could find fit 
acceptable, even if undesirable. 


U.K. Rejects Appeal 
To Stop New Tests 


LONDON (AP)—Britain Friday rejected a Japanese request 
that it call off plans for new hydrogen bomb tests in the Pacific. 
The rejection was contained in a note handed Japanese 


the British Foreign Office. 


As he accepted the note, Nishi simultaneously handed over 


one from his own Government 
requesting that Britain accept 
responsibility for any damage 
to Japanese lives and property 
which might result from the 
new tests. 

The British note was in reply 
to a protest made on Oct, 30 
by the Japanese, Government, 

The Foreign Office declined 
to publish the contents of its 
note. ’ 

The new hydrogen bomb 
tests are expected to be held 
in the Pacific within the next 
few weeks. 

Britain had rejected a half 
dozen similar Japanese protests 


prior to conducting its, first 
‘H-bomb experiments last 
spring. 


The Foreign. Office said . the 
Japanese note dealing with 
compensation had been taken 
under study. 

Foreign Office officials have 
said in the past that any 
claims for damage _ resulting 
from the hydrogen bomb tests 
would be considered on their 
merits. 

But they indicated that vari- 
ous security measures includ- 
ing posting of warnings to 
mariners. in the danger zone 
should preclude any such 
claims. 

So far no claims have been 
received as a result of the Brit- 
ish tests in May and June. 
Several Japanese organizations 
including various fishing in- 
dustries have indicated that 
they will submit claims as a 
result of the first series of 
tests. <4

Mixed F eelings in

These who are disappointed 
point out that Eisenhower's 
speech did not lay down any 
firm and basic U.S, policy on 
East-West relations, which have 
entered a new stage. 


They said the speech served 
only as i. “sedative” to calm the 
American people who are rest- 
less over the recent successes in 
launching earth satellites and 
the intercontinental missile. 

Others place hope in the fact 
that separate conversations 
scheduled shortly in London be- 
tween the leaders of Britain, 
France and Germany will result 
in a powerful scientific tie-up 
under the NATO flag. 

In this sense, President Eisen- 
hower’s address can be regarded 
as the first step toward a 
“counter-offensive” by West 
Europe which has been forced 
so far to the ringside.

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
Sen. Styles Bridges said Friday 
following a talk with President 
Eisenhower that next year’s 
U.S. defense budget may be in- 
creased by one to two billion 
dollars to meet the cost of the 
nation’s “accelerated” missile- 
satellite program. 


He said increased defense 
costs will “make chances of a 
tax cut more dubious.”

Eisenhower displayed the 
actual missile—a nose cone—to 
the nation on television in his 
“accounting” to the American 


people on where the USS. 
Stands in the missile-rocket 
field. 


At the same time, the Presi- 
dent responded to the urgings 
0. congressional and _ other 
leaders by naming a U.S. mis- 
sile and satellite “ezar”—James 
R. Killian, president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. He announced that 
Killian will have full power to 
rush production of “high 
priority top-secret items.” 


Eisenhower also reassured 
sputnik-jittery Americans: 

“As of now, the United 
States is strong. Our nation 
has today, and has had for 
some years, enough power in 
its strategic retaliatory forces 
to bring near annihilation. to 
the war-making capabilities of 
any other country.” 


Eisenhower enumerated 
America’s outer-space achieve- 
ments, including the firing of 
“three rockets to heights be- 
tween 2,000 and 4,000 miles.” 

He then said with dramatic 
emphasis: 

“One difficult obstacle on the 
way to producing a useful long- 
range weapon (the interconti- 
nental ballistic missile) is that 
of bringing a missile back from 
outer space without its burning 
up like a meteor, because of 
friction with the earth’s atmos- 
phere. _ 


“Our scientists and engineers 
have solved that problem. This 
object here in my office is an 
experimental missile—a nose 
cone. It has been hundreds of 
miles to outer space and back, 
Here it is, completely intact.” 

The Chief Executive paused 
while TV cameras focused on 
the hitherto top-secret cone. 

Eisenhower: spoke at a time 
deliberately chosen to coincide 
with Russia’s observance of the 
40th anniversary of the Bolshe- 
vik Revolution, which was 
marked by a gigantic military 
display which included a great 
variety of rockets and missiles. 

The President made no at- 
tempt to minimize Russia's 
strides into space including the 
dog-carrying satellite Sputnik 
It which has been orbiting the 
earth since last Sunday. 

But he declared “It is my 
conviction, supported by trust- 
ed. scientific and military 
advisers, that although the 
Soviets are quite likely ahead 
of us in some missile and special 
areas, and are obviously ahead 
of us in satellite development, 
as of today the overall military 
strength of the free world is 


e} distinctly greater than that of 
*ithe Communist countries.” 


He added: “We must see to 
it that whatever advantages 


=| they have, are temporary only.”

The villagés of Tojima and 
Hiburishima in Kita Uwa-gun, 
Ehime Prefecture, together have 
been losing yearly at least ¥6,- 
700,000 in potato and other crops 
consumed by the rodent mar- 
auders before harvesting. 

The figure doesn’t include sea- 
food eaten up during drying on 
the seashore. 

The obnoxious animals are 
audacious enough to - strut 
around in your house even in 
the daytime—in your presence. 
Your pet cat, instead of pounc- 
ing on them, climbs up on your 
lap in fright at the sight of 
them. 

The rodent invasion has been 
going on since 1949, In 1951 a 
village-wide Operation Rat Hunt 
conducted in the two communi- 
ties under expert guidance 
and at a combined cost of ¥1,- 
450,000 bagged 100,000 of them. 

But soon the rodent popula- 
tion, instead of shrinking, 
swelled measurably. The rea- 
son: These rats are of a species 
with a high rate of fecundity. 

Now the rodent invasion has 
spread to the neighboring islet 
villages. and is spreading to 
coastal farming communities.

2 German Wanderers Here 


After 83,000 M 


A German novelist and a 
journalist arrived in Tokyo 
yesterday on a round-the-world 
trip in a jeep named “Three 
in a Jeep.” 

They have visited 21 coun- 
tries in Europe, the Middle and 
Near East and Southeast Asia 
since they started from Berlin 
on June 30, 1955. 


They arrived in Osaka fron 
Taiwan aboard a Chinese 
freighter Thursday. 

Three good friends, novelist 
Weno Novak, free lancer Kurt 
Stoboy and Hans Guenter 
Neuendorf conceived the idea 
and traveled together to Italy, 
where Neuendorf became sick 
and had to return home. 


But an Austrian doctor join- 
ed Novak and Stoboy in Sicily 
to make the trio complete as 
far as Cairo. 

A young Austrian student 
replaced the doctor and accom- 
panied the two to India. 

During their stay in Hong- 
kong and Taiwan, the two Ger- 
mans were joined by a Portu- 
guese millionaire’s son. 

They have traveled 83,000 
miles crossing 123 large and 
small rivers and three vast de- 
serts in three continents. At 
one point of their journey, they 
were forced to cross a 1,500- 
foot-high mountain in Iran, 
They visited 661 big cities in 
all and visited 21 countries 
before arriving here. 

The two Germans said they 
were urged by a strong desire 
to cultivate their knowledge 
about the peoples of other coun- 
tries and set out on this global 
tour in a jeep. 3 

They are planning to publish 
their experiences, if possible, in 
three books, all titled “Three in 
a Jeep” to be written by each. 

They said these books would 
tell about. their haphazard 
escape from the mass of hostile 
rebels in Oman, Arabia, where 
they were traveling in July this

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Six-Nation 
Community 
Needs Power 


ROME. (Kyodo- Reuter) — 
Energy imports of the six Eu- 
ropean Coal and Steel Commu- 
nity countries will have to be 
tripled by 1975 at an annual 
cost .of $4,000 million unless 
nuclear energy is developed as 
a source of power, it was dis 
closed here Thursday. 

This. was the main conclusion 
of a report published by a joint 
committee of the European 
Coal and Steel Community, 
whose “parliament” is meeting 
here this week. 

The report, put out by a 
joint committee of the commu- 
nity’s High Authority and 
Council of Ministers, surveys 
the structure and tendencies of 
the energy situation in the six 
community countries—France, 
West Germany, Italy and che 
Benelux. nations. 

In 1955 the community’s own 
energy production fell short of 
tts neéds by some 84 million 
tons (coal ~equivalent)—or 20 
per cent of its total needs. 

This c6st the community more 
than $1,000 million. 


The feport declared that the; 


internal needs of the community, 
at 403 million metric tons (coal 
equivalent) in 1955, wouid in- 
crease to 570 million tons in 
1965 and 740 million in 1975. 
This represents an increase of 
83 per cent over the next 20 
years. 


Over.. the same period the 
community’s output of energy 
in -.onmventional forms would 
expand. by only 37 per cent, 
from 319 million tons in 1956 
to 4837 million in 1975. 


Unless the deficiency of 300 
milliom’ metric tons was made 
up by 1975, the community 
would-have to import energy 
at an annual cost of $4,000 
million: 

Such massive imports, pre- 
sented a grave danger both for 
security of supply and for re- 
gularity of price and _ the 
balance°of payments, the report 
con luded. 


In order to reduce these risks 
it would be necessary to estab- 
lish a certain balance between 
oil and coal imports and at the 
same time to develop atomic 
energy as fast as possible.

Japanese Hi-Fi Products 
Arouse Interest in U.S. 


By SHELDON WESSON 


Within a year, Japanese 
high-fidelity audio equipment 
will be as well-known in the 
United States, in a prestige 
sense, as are Japanese Cameras. 
The two cases are parallel— 
both are better-priced items, ap- 
pealing to a quality-conscious 
segment of the American mar- 
ket. 

Growing American interest is 
evidenced by a slow but steady 
increase in exports of pickups, 
speakers, microphones, etc. to 
the U.S. in the past two years. 
The American market is also 
interested in Japanese turn- 
tables, TV tuners, audio-frequ- 
ency oscillators, pickup Car- 
tridges, etc. 

Increased retailer and con- 
sumer attention to these items 
should also reflect favorably on 
the reputation of Japanese ra- 
dios in the U.S., and aid the 
effort which manufacturers 
here are making to sell higher- 
priced radio sets. 

Rising American interest was 
evident at a Japanese audio 
show put on by 16 manufactur- 
ers in New York recently—evi- 
dent in the many inquiries re- 
ceived on the spot. 

Timed to coincide with the 
Institut. of High Fidelity Manu- 
facturers’ Show, the exhibit may 
well have been the first of its 
kind in this country—a “feeler” 
to measure American reaction 
to the Japanese merchandise. 

Several American visitors at 
the display indicated that they 
wanted to try out a group of 
‘products which, for them, up to 
now have been mostly unfami- 
liar, “If these Japanese firms 
can produce quality merchan- 
dise at what seems to be better 
than competitive prices, you 
can see what the attraction 
would be,” was the way one 
jobber from New York put it. 

The exhibition was the brain 
child of Tadashi. Yamagata, 
president of A&A Trading Corp., 
an import house. Yamagata is 
also president of the new enter- 
prise. John Mishima Itow, an 
electrical engineer in the field 
of sound equipment, answered 
technical questions at the ex- 
hibit. 

The purpose of the Japanese 
Electronics Exhibition, accord- 
ing to Yamagata, was to give 
to the smaller Japanese manu- 
facturers some focal point 
where their products can be 
viewed by potential American 
buyers. Until now, United 
States manufacturers and dis- 
tributors have been fealing 
directly with these firms on a 
relatively OW AOVINg “sample” 
basis. 

“It is our intention to offer 
technical information and price 
data on all of the items we 
show,” Yamagata said. “Then, 
if a man wants to buy, he can 
either make his contact directly,

Canned Fish Imports 


Fewer, McEwen Says 


CANBERRA (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—Operations of the Japanese 
trade treaty had shown little or 
no effect on the Australian fish 
canning industry, the Minister 
for Trade, John McEwen, said 
in the House of Representatives.

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_ New French Cabinet 

After five weeks of political turmoil and hesitancy, 
France has a Government once more. Mr. Felix Gaillard, 
a comparatively young politician but with financial expert- 
ence, has shown much courage in accepting a charge that 

is hardly likely to prove an easy one. 
‘For once in a while the “old gang” of French politicians 
~“geéins to have retired into the background, but we fear 
that it is only because these men’s constant shufflings and 
reshufflings have worked to bring them to something like 

-a-dead end that this is the case. 

Mr. Gaillard has obviously tried to form a Government 
which the majority of Frenchmen can support, a “Govern- 


ment of National Union.” 


His: administration includcs 


representatives from the Socialists on the left of the Na- 
tional Assembly all the way to conservative independents 
on the right, excluding only the Communists and the 


Poujadist extremists, 


So far so good, but how long will 


the professional politicians, who have so long played the 
game of “in-and-out,” permit Mr. Gaillard to organize and 
carry out a program that puts national interests strictly 


before those of party? 


In his investiture speech, Mr. Gaillard made specia! 
reference to the need to strengthen the franc and obtain a 
ceasefire in Algeria. But there are many other problems 
that require attention, and indeed, without the solution 
of Gertain of these, the restoration of the franc and of peace | 
in Algeria may prove intractable issues. | 

At the back of everything is the fact that the presert 
French Constitution, which was only favored in the 
referendum of 1946 by a minority of those entitled ta vote, 

~ js hardly conducive to a strong, united system of central 
government with a continuity of purpose. On the contrary, 
we fear, it favors the formation of all sorts of splinter 
parties with sectional interests and programs. The worst 
possible advice for a French Premier at the present 
juncture is that given by a Paris newspaper—“if Mr. 
Gaillard wants to last more than a few weeks, he had 


better shut up and do nothing.” 


If this is to be considered 


the best way for a French Government to go on, the situa- 


tion is discouraging. 


But we hope that Frenchmen generally will back up Mr. 
Gaillard in trying to set a new course, involving firm deci- 


‘sions on important issues. 


It is quite certain that France’s 


‘economic troubles and the Algerian imbroglio cannot be 


settled without a firm government in Paris.

Annuities for the Disabled __ 
It is common to expect a retiring, excuse-me-for-living 
attitude from the crippled and blind members of our S0- 
ciety. The rest of us find it hard to put ourselves in their 
unfortunate position and would prefer that they cooperated 
by making themselves inconspicuous—a sad but true com- 


ment on human nature. 


But some of our disabled citizens are beginning to 
demand attention. A gathering of 1,300 from all parts of 
the country met the other day in Tokyo to discuss their 
problems and then marched on the offices of the two major 
political parties with theirdemands. , 

Before calling such action unseemly we should give due 
consideration to its background. The old family system is 


crumbling fast and with it 


goes the private source of 


‘security that everyone was formerly assured of. Who will 
now provide for the aged, the indigent and the disabled 
but the society at large, meaning the government? 

This new pressure group of the disabled has asked for 
a government annuity system with monthly stipends rang- 
ing from ¥3,000 to ¥4,500. Eventually it would support 


800,000 disabled adults. But 


to begin with they ask for 


aid.only to the 244,000 totally handicapped, and they ask 


that.this be started in the next fiscal year.

What this amounts to is a slight and partial speed-up 
in effectuating the Welfare Ministry’s blueprint for an 
over-all annuity system that would take care of all members 
of Society unable to earn a living for themselves. 

The truth is, however, that the ministry’s plan repre- 


sents more a wish than a promise. 


No one has yet figured 


out precisely how the immense charity outlay would be 


financed, and indications on 


the political scene thus far 


don’t give much hope for the ministry’s target of imple- 


menting the full plan in 1959. 
It would seem wiser that rather than try to 


introduce 


the whole scheme at once we should do it in stages. And 
no one could argue against the deserved priority of those 
persons who suffer a complete physical handicap. Provid- 
ing the barest living essentials to these unfortunate people

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Are Japan’s Arms Useless? 


Worth of Self-Defense Forces Questioned in View of New Weapons 


The spectacular advance of 
modern weapons, as exemplified 
by the recent Russian success in 
the ICBM and the man-made 
earth satellites, has necessitated 


. a reevaluation of traditional con- 


cepts of national defense. 

As far as Japan is concerned, 
the Russian success seems to 
have been echoed in the current 
argument that the Self-Defense 
Forces of Japan have becomé 
obsolescent as a result of the 
development of nuclear weap- 
ons; guided and ballistic mis- 
siles, : 

In World War Il, Japan tried 
to combat the anticipated land- 
ing of the U.S. forces with bam- 
boo spears, so the argument 
goes. In the age of intercon- 
tinental ballistic missiles, Japan 
is going to repeat the same folly 
with the outdated Self-Defense 
Forces. 

In the current session of the 
Diet, Socialist interpellator Soji 
Okada, representing the Socialist 


Party, said, “The advent of mis- . 


siles has completely changed 
the military situation. The Self- 
Defense Forces have been ren- 
dered virtually valueless. The 
Government had better abandcn 
its fruitless effort to build them 


up.” ! 
No Need to Change 

To this, Director Juichi Tsu- 
shima of the Defense Agency 
answered he cannot agree with 
the. view that the Self-Defense 
Forces are now valueless, 
although he is fully aware of 
the extraordinary progress made 
in missiles development. News- 
papers reported that he drew 
ee heckling from the Social- 
sts. 

Again on Tuesday at two com- 
mittee meetings of the Diet, 
Mitsu Kono and two other 
Socialists repeated similar inter-

More Likely Locally 

“Under the circumstances, 
even localized warfare cannot 
be easily started. But to say 
the least, such a war is mwure 
likely than World War Il. It 
is clear that there is perennial 


danger of a localized warfare 


in view of the local disputes 
in the Middle Bast and other 
parts of the world, 

“Japan is trying to have 
armaments that can be a deter- 
rent powerful enough to pre- 
vent a war in this part of the 
world. If worst comes to worst, 
Japan must be able to term- 
inate the war locally. 

“But even the danger of a 
world war cannot be complete- 
ly ruled out, because there is 
no absolute atomic stalemate. 
The comparative strength of 
any country, in the final 
analysis, is only subjectively 
evaluated and there can be a 
serious miscalculation. And no 
one can say that a _ technical 
breakthrough, even more im- 
portant than the ICBM, will 
not break the stalemate. 

“It is unnecessary and also 
impossible for Japan to dupli- 
cate the efforts of the United 
States. However, Japan must 
do what lies within its power 
to do, Some Socialists believe 
that conventional arms are 
useléss. But it would not be 
too late, if we wait till the 
Soviet Union, Communist China 
or the United States abolishes 


it,” 
False Beliefs 

Saeki’s opinion contains prac- 
tical viewpoints that deserve 
careful study. 

On the other hand, there are 
various arguments  depreciat- 
ing the value of Japan’s arms, 
but false beliefs and fallacies 
involved in them must be care- 
fully sieved. 

First comes the belief that the 
ICRM and the man-made satel- 
lite have made the Soviet Union 
far stronger than any country 
of the world. This belief either 
siems from ignorance of the na- 
ture of the new technological 
achievements or it is cultivated 
by v-izcal propaganda. It is 
retuarkabie that many Japanese 
entertain such a belief. 

In announcing its recent suc- 
cess, the. Soviet Union. has 
certainly chalked up tremendous 
achievements, I* has made a de- 
finite head start. But as seen 
above, these achievements do 
not forthrightly mean Russian 
military superiority. 

The second fallacy is the tacit 
assumption that the Self-De- 
fense Forces of Japan, separated 
from a collective’ security 
system, have to bear the brunt 
of enemy attack. 

It is certainly true that Japan 
must not be too dependent upon 
foreign military protection. But 
no country in the world can 
stand alone these days, not even 
the United States and the So- 
viet Union. 


By Blockade 
The third fallacy is that a de- 
fenseless country is more 


secure than an armed country. 
It should be remembered that 
neutrality is something that 
must be earned by effort. .Some- 
times a country must be armed 
to the teeth to maintain neu- 
trality. It cannot be based 
upon idle hope. 

Because of its geographical 
position, Japan is extremely 
vulnerable to any blockade— 
military or economic, 

Chu Saito, author of “Nation- 
al Defense in the *Atomic Age,” 
a pioneer work in postwar 
Japan, believes that the best 


Way to subjugate Japan would 


be through blockade. 

In a world war, ICBMs and 
IRBMs must be reserved for 
more important targets  be- 
cause the retaliatory power of 
the enemy must be destroyed 
at its center as quickly as pos- 
sible, he thinks. 

And an  economy-minded 
enemy will use a blockade in- 
stead and Japan might easily 
succumb to it, he says. 

In this line of thinking, the 
shape of the armed forces of 
Japan must be a crack and 
well-balanced unit comprising 
of the army, Mavy and air 
forces.

RADIO MOSCOW, Via Radio- 
press—Pravda explains the bio- 
logical research that preceded 
the launching of the second 
baby moon.

The new satellite differs from 
the first in that it carries more 
complex equipment and in a 
pressurized container, a. dog.

Soviet scientists tackled the 
whole problem by making an 
extensive medical and biological 
study of animals during flights 
on rockets at altitudes of 60 to 
130 miles. ; 

From the biological stand- 
point, a journey into upper lay- 
ers of the earth’s atmosphere 
has much in common with 
cosmic flight. The human body 
is affected by a whole group of 
unusual factors, cosmic irradia- 
tion, a lengthy period of losing 
all weight and in certain condi- 
tions the practical absence of 
atmospheric pressure and mole- 
cular oxygen. 

So far nothing has been learn- 
ed about the medical and biologi- 
cal effect of complete loss of 
weight, primary cosmic radia- 
tion and the ultra-violet irradia- 
tion of the sun. Only a prolong- 
ed flight in the upper layers of 
the atmosphere can _ provide 
scientists with the data requir- 
ed 


However, in each condition, 
all of the equipment must work 
automatically for a long period 
of time. It must automatically 
register the necessary findings 
and must possess great stability 
in relation to stresses, vibrations 
and variations in pressure and 
temperature. At the same time, 
this equipment must be of mini- 
mum size and weight and must 
use iittle electricity, 

One of the greatest difficulties 
is to provide the proper condi- 
tions for the animals to be used 
as guinea pigs. A more effec- 
tive system of renewing the air 
in pressurized compartments 
had to be found.

HONGKONG—Of late, people 
on Taiwan have had their atten- 
tion riveted so much on domes- 
tic events that they are apt to 
overlook the real significance 
of the Syrian-Turkish crisis and 
the important bearing it may 
have on developments in this 
part of the world. 


If there should be a war in 
the Middle East, it could very 
well be the kind of internatioral 
situation which we have been 
praying for in order to get back 
to the Chinese mainiand. We 
missed such a chance during the 
Korean War, and this time we 
should definitely seize the initi- 
ative instead of waiting for 
anybody's approval. In using 
our forces to‘unify the country 
we shall be merely exercising 
our sovereignty. 


The current Syrian-Turkish 
dispute has been brought on by 
Soviet Russia. The Western na- 
tions’ failure to present a solid 
front against Russian infiltra- 
tion in Egypt last year, has em- 
boldened Moscow to bid for the 
control of Syria this year, Judg- 
ing from the latest reports, 
it has. practically succeeded, 


True, Soviet Russia did not 
Start. the crisis in the Middie 
Bast, for it has been smoldering 
there since the creation of Is- 
rael. Already it has caused two 
wars, ‘the Arab-Israel War of 
1948-1949 and the abortive 
Anglo-French joint expedition 
aganist Egypt in  October- 
November 1956, 


In thé current threat of war, 
Turkey has concentrated the 
bulk of her armed forces on the 
Syrian border, amid reports 
that the Syrian Army has can- 
celed all leayes, that a reobili- 
zation order may be issued at 
any time, that a sizable -cgyp- 
tian combat force has arrived 
in Syria, and that Saudi Arabia 
has declared its readiness to 
go Syria’s aid if there should be 
a war with Turkey. 


In the Palestinian War of 
1948-1949, the Western powers 
were able to Keep the Russians 
out of the Middle East. Today, 
the situation there is entirely 
different. Soviet Russia has al- 
ready infiltrated into Egypt and 
Syria, both of which have ac 
cepted Soviet arms and Soviet 
advisers. Then evef since the 
Czarist days, the Russians have 
been known for their intentions 
to control both the Bosphorous 
and the Dardanelles, two straits 
which link the - Russian-domi- 
nated Black Sea with the East- 
ern Mediterranean. 


So long as Syria remains in- 
dependent and friendly, Tur- 
key’s southern flank is protect- 
ed. Once Syria becomes a Rus- 


sian satellite—in fact even if 
not in name, Turkey h to 
guard two frontiers, one facing 


Soviet Russia and the other iac- 
ing Syria. That is why Turkey 
has found it necessary to mass 
some of her troops on the Sy- 
rian border and this has given 
rise to the Russian charge that 
the Turks, instigated by the

aggression against Syria. 

Reminiscent of her warning 
to Britain and France of rockets 
at the time of the Suez Canal 
fighting last autumn, Soviet 
Russia has warned Turkey of 
dire consequences if the Istter 
should move against Syria. This 
in turn has brought forth an 
American statement to the effect 
that if Turkey should be attack- 
ed by Soviet Russia, the United 
States will go to her help, and 
that in such an eventuality she 
will carry the war right into the 
Russian territory. 

People in itain, bound by 
both the NATO and the %agh- 
dad Pact to help Turkey, do not 
believe war is imminent espec- 
ially since Dulles has made it 
clear to the Russians that a false 
move on their part would mean 
a general war. But as Vice 
President Nixon puts it, in this 
charged atmosphere, a trigger- 
happy soldier on the Syrian- 
Turkish border could touch off 
such a war. | 

Turkey and Taiwan dare both 
opposed to communism. Though 
there is no military alliance be- 
tween the two, their interests 
are in common. If Turkey 
should be attacked by Russia 
and if the United, States .hould 
retaliate against Russia, that 
should be the signal for Chinese 
troops on Taiwan to attack the 
Communists on the mainiand.

Consequently, the circulation of 
heat in the compartment and 
the method of protecting the 
animal from marked changes 
of temperature are vital. 


A specific way also had to be 
found in supplying water and 
liquid food to the animal, since 
liquid in a free space and having 
no weight might become scatter- 
ed throughout the compartment. 

A whole system of compiicat- 
ed automatic equipment to .eep 
the animal alive had to be cvolv- 
ed. Our scientists made use of 
apparatus that is ordinarily em- 
ployed to investigate certain of 
the basic physiological functions 
of an animal. The study of how 
the dog conducts itself on the 
second baby moon will make it 
possible to determine the effec- 
tive factors which could not be 
studied in a laboratory or 
high altitude flights on aircraft. 


Soviet scientists have studied 
animals which have gone up to 
125 to 130 miles in pressurized 
compartments, The facilities 
provided have enabled them to 
make the flight quite satisfac- 
tory. 

Of course, the conditions of | 
the brief rocket flights differ 
substantially from those of 
flight in a baby moon. The ac- 
celeration developing when the 
satellite is first launched and 
when it emerges onto its ~ath 
should be lengthier .. . The pro- 
longed effect of mechanical 
forces might cause certain 
changes in the living body. For 
travel on a_ satellite, zertain 
measures have to be taken to 
protect the living body from the 
effect of ultra-violet rays, 


- It-is also important to con- 
sider the possibility of meteors 
smashing the walls of the com- 
partment. Since the atmos- 
pheric pressure in the upper 
layers of the atmosphere is one- 
millionth of a fraction of what 
it is on the earth, the result of 
a breach in the pressurized rom- 
partment might be a quickly de- 
veloping and serious derange- 
ment of the functions of the 
living body. 

However, we can see by the 
first satellite that there is little 
likelihood of a meeting witn 
meteors. Consequently, quite a 
number of medical, biologicai 
and technical problems must be 
solved before living bodies can 
travel on man-made satellites. 
Fach one of these problems has 
great theoretical and practical 
importance, 

Though the first passenger is 
a dog whose normal physiology 
has been thoroughly, studied, .t 
may prove necessary in order 
to clarify special problems to 
use the anthropoid ape, ro- 
dents, moths and-*insects as 
well. This will provide an op- 
portunity for genetical research. 
All of this data will give us a 
more profound understanding 
of the conditions of space flight 
for men at some time.in the 
future.
